Power and Duty of Magistrates. 


A few days ago, Judae PAUSOSS, of Philadel- 


phia, gave his promised opinion touching the 
power and duty of magistrates in suretv of the 
peace cases- 
After remarking upon the fact 


that the matter had never been clearly defined, 
nor a judrcial construction put upon the Acts of 
Assembly relating thereto, he proceeded to give 
his own views at length. HP held that no com- 
mitting magistrate has a right to commit, for 
a breach of the peace, for a longer term than 
until the next term of the Court of Quarter Ses- 
sions, and that he is bound to return all such 
cases. There are but two classes of cases, said 
the Judge, in which the magistrate is not bound 
to make a return, and they are 


1st. Assaults and batteries. These may be 


settled by mutual consent ofthe parties, and a 
record setting forth the fact must be signed by 
them. 


2d. Cases of vagrancy in which the magis- 


trate may commit for the term of one calendar 
month.
